Vague is the only description for proposed uni- 
versity guidelines governing activities by the CIA 
and other government intelligence agencies on 
campus. The Graduate Council will consider 
these guidelines for approval tomorrow. 

While the guidelines regard intelligence agency 
relationships as either being connected with con- 
tracted research or independent faculty work, the 
guidelines do not rule out intelligence gathering 
on campus by faculty members for the CIA. 

They also do not rule out CIA recruiting on cam- 


nature of CIA activities, the intelligence agency is 
not just another employer. 

What the university must do is request all mate- 
rials concerning CIA activity at Ohio State from 
the agency under the Freedom of Information Act. 
We question why the university has not retrieved 
this information sooner. 

The question of any CIA involvement on campus 
brings to light the problem of possible intelli- 
gence gathering on students and student groups.
